the Nazi hordes will have been brought to submission—and 
peace will have come to Europe. Whether we can hope that 
the Japanese phase of the war will be ended by that time is !

Of that we are all 
supremely confident.

Miss Florence Evans Tells 
Her Experiences While 
Detained in Philippines 

“How wonderful it is to oc¬ 
tree ... to breath-3 again. It 
was like heaven when our ex¬ 
change ship docked in New 
York,” Miss Florence Evans said 
of her return to her native land 
after being held a prisoner of war 
by the Japs at Manila for two 
years. 

"All of us on the Gripsholm 
were deeply grateful to the gov¬ 
ernment not only for bringing us 
home, but for bringing us home I 
in such a luxurious manner. It ' 
was wonderful. There was plenty 
of good food and best of all— 
freedom!” 

Miss Evans, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. W. A. Evans of 397 W. 
Montecito ave., went to China a 
little less than eight years ago 
- as a Methodist missionary Be- | 
cause of poor health and after | 
5*£ years of service shg left 
China on furlough and in "Novem¬ 
ber, 1941, arrived at Manila to 
await passage home. Here the 
bombing of Pearl Harbor by the 
Japanese completely changed the 
course of events for her. 

When the Japs came into Ma¬ 
nila from the north and south 
and commenced picking up peo¬ 
ple, Miss Evans moved with a j 
group of 32 Methodists from the , 
center of the city to the poorer 
section across the Pasig river, so i 
as to he less conspicuous. The , 
grcup lived as one big family un- ( 
til taken into Santo Tomas in- , 
ternment camp on January 10, , 
1942, where, after five days, ail | 
missionaries were released to con¬ 
tinue religious work among the 
Filipinos as a part of the Jap- ^ 
anese program to win favor with 
the islanders. Miss Evans dia j 
not cooperate in the work but re¬ 
mained with her own group to 
recuperate. t 

Living on Methodist property, ( 
the missionaries were well treat- a 
ed, according to Miss Evans, who f 
remained there until September i; 
of this year, when she was re- p 
interned for four days before 
leaving for home. She was the C 
only one of her group exchanged, h 
The Methodist group did most 
of its work and all the market¬ 
ing, contrary to custom in the G 
islands. Plenty of native food 
was available and this the mis¬ 
sionaries learned to eat. Bulle¬ 
tins put out by nutrition experts 
of the University of the Philip¬ 
pines helped in arrangement of 
a balanced diet.

Los Angeles County’s 870,513 
housewives could feed 191730 
soldiers for a year with the food 
wasted annunally in homes of the 
county, an official of the coun¬ 
try s leading food distributor es¬ 
timated this week.

New Victory Garden 
Goal for L. A. County 
Set for New Year 

There were 207,000 Victory 
gardens in Los Angeles Countv 
last season and plans are to in¬ 
crease the number to 230.000 
next summer, according to a re- 
nort filed with Countv Supervisor 
W. A. Smith by W. S. Rosecrans, 
coordinator of eht Victory. Gar¬ 
dens and Home Food Production 
Committee of Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty- 

The report stated this number 
of gardens was equivalent to 4000 
acres, vacant lots forming the 
majority of the land cultivated 
with the b ilance as back yard 
gardens. There were 3000 vacant 
lots cultivated in unincorporated 
areas alone. 

During the summer some 20.000 
persons installed back-yard poul¬ 
try pens producing 100,000 ma¬ 
ture birds. Approximately 5000 
families grew rabbits, the report 
added.

Pasadena Freeway 
to Be Extended Into 
Downtown L. A. 

A $3,000,000 post-war highway 
project that will take the Arroyo 
Seco Highway into the heart of 
downtown Los Angeles has been 
blue-printed by the State High- 
wiy Commission which has ear¬ 
marked and laid aside the funds 
necessary to begin operations the 
moment materials are available 
when peace comes. 

Plans call for an extension of 
the freeway from Adobe st.. first 
thoroughfare west of the series 
of tunnels through which the 
hig'iway passes, into Fifth st. The 
route will parallel Figueroa st.. 
engineers of the commission fig¬ 
uring this extension would bo less 
expensive and more satisfactory 
than the widening of Figueroa 
st., since it will help relieve con¬ 
gestion in downtown traffic.
